The reform in Poland has been 
sweeping . The Polish Press Agen­ 
cy, which is the official medium of 
the p rovisional 
government 
of 
Poland, says that by the end of 
la st Ap ril 7, 269 ,053 acres of land 
has been p arceled out to 269 ,89 9 
families. As a concrete illustration 
of what is hap p ening, 
it is said 
that the 6,000 acre estate of Count 
Alfred Potock i has been distri­ 
buted among 1.050 p easant fam­ 
ilies. 
An imp ortant 
develop ment 
in 
connection with this vast Polish 
land reform is the establishment 
of new agricultural schools. The 
news agency says that 329 are now 
in op eration. 
Without 
attemp ting 
to 
draw- 
sweep ing conclusions from these 
exp rop riations, it is an imp ortant 
commentary that 
much of the 
wealth of the Prussian war lords 
has come from great feudal estates 
which have been in the same 
families for generations. Thus it 
is obvious 
that 
some 
of 
the 
strongest roots of German mili­ 
tarism are being torn up in this 
manner. 
Of course the mere ownership 
of many acres doesn’t mak e a man 
a rascal. It’s true, however, that 
.n numerous p arts of Europ e there 
still exists a feudalism which at 
one and the same time has k ep t 
land from the p easants and has 
waxed fat from the sweat of farm 
laborers. In many instances these 
families of serfs have been attach­ 
ed to the same estates for genera­ 
tions, unable to break away and 
set up farming for themselves, 
even though untold thousands of 
acres were set aside by the barons 
for deer shooting and the lik e. 
I’ve seen a small army of p eas­ 
ant girls digging with shovels on 
a big estate in Bulgaria, and have 
had the wealthy land-owners tell 
me with a laugh that he p aid 
them only fifteen cents 
a day 
each, with a sp ot of food 
a t noon. 
This sort of thing has been more 
or less typ ical of many p arts of 
the Balk ans and eastern Europ e. 
There’s been much of it in west­ 
ern Europ e, 
for 
that 
matter, 
though not 
so medieval in form 
as one has seen in other sections.

CATARRHAL jaundice is a 
disease of the liver itself. There is 
a great deal of evidence which in­ 
dicate* that the disturbance is 
caused by a filterable virus, that 
is. an organism 
so small that it 
ran pass through the openings in 
a porcelain filter. There 
is also 
some evidence that this virus may 
be found in the blood, the intes- 
nal contents, and the nasal se- 
< retions of patients with catarrhal 
jaundice. 
It would also appear that the 
disease may be transmitted to per­ 
sons susceptible to it through any 
of these contaminated secretions. 
Thus, it would appear quite pos­ 
sible that the disease is passed 
from one person to another in 
droplets of moisture which are 
thrown into the air during sncez- 
ng, coughing or talk ing. 


Chronic Disorder 


One of the serious things about 
catarrha jaundice is thnt it may 
he followed, by a chronic liver 
disorder. Hence, proper treatment 
of the condition is important. The 
disease usually occurs in children 
or y oung adults. The first sy mp­ 
toms ar# much lik e those of an at­ 
tack of grippe, that is headache, 
fever, and a feeling of sick ness. 
The jaundice, however, appears 
within a few day s hut. as a rule, 
is not very severe nor does it last 
very long. Jaundice means a green­ 
ish-y ellow color to the sk in, due 
to excessive amounts of the bile 
coloring matter in the tissues. As 


a rule, the whole course of the 
disease is mild a nd a cure ia 
promptly brought about. 
Often 
widespread epidemics of this dis­ 
order occur a nd outbreak s in a rmy 
camps have 
developed. 
There is no specific trea tment 
for the liver damage produced by 
catarrhal jaundice. According to 
Doctor Henry J. Tumen of Phila ­ 
delphia, the patient 
should be kept 
a t rest in bed during the a cute 
part of the disease. The pa tient’s 
diet should be one which ia rich 
in starches a nd suga rs a nd protein 
foods such as meat, milk a nd eggs, 
and limited in fa ta . Th# diet ca n 
be made up of suga r, fruit juices, 
hard candy , bread, gela tin prod­ 
ucts, sk im milk a nd prepa ra tions 
made from skim milk. La ter on 
cook ed fruits, vegeta bles, lea n 
chick en a nd mea t ma y be a dded. 
Glucose Injectiona 
If the digestive disturba nces a re 
so severe a s to prevent the ea ting 
of sufficient food, a glucose solu­ 
tion ma y be injected into a vein. 
Thejre a re a lso prepa ra tions of 
a mino a cids, the a ubsta ncea which 
ma ke up proteins, tha t ca n be 
given by injection. 
There is a lso some evidence tha t 
large a mounts of the vita min B- 
complex ma y a id in protecting tha 
liver. This ca n be given in the form 
of Brewer's yea st or by th# injec­ 
tion of liver extra ct. 
From time to time a fter a n a t­ 
ta ck of ca ta rrha l ja undice ha s oc­ 
curred, the pa tient should be ex­ 
a mined to ma ke sure tha t chronic 
liver da ma ge ha s not developed.
